cle.For a time it was fear«d that the sparks 
carried along by the strong wind would 
ignite the resilience ol George C. Wright 
on Fairvleu- street, directly opposite tile 
burning building and the heat was HO' in- 
tense chat those; who viewed tho flames 
from Mr. Wright's piazza were forced to 
leave it.

awlcb. academy a.t the age of 29. In 183 
she went to Hartford as assistant In th 
Hartford high school. She refused ti 
take the customary examination, bu 
was given the position without doing so 
She was also Instructor In physlca 
science In this school for several years 
and was subsequently a governess In the 
family ot Dr. Gamaliel Bailey of "Wash- 
ington, the editor of The National Era, 
to which paper she became a. contribu- 
tor. In 1SC5-7 she was one of the editors- 
of Our Young Folks, a magazine for 
children, published In Bostons 


From 1870 until a little over a year ago 


she had lived-most of the time with her 
cousin, Mrs. James G. Elaine, In Wash- 
ington. . In course of this daily contact 
with the Blair.e family, Miss Hamilton 
was led into a very close friendship with 
itr. JBIaine, and" at the death of the lat- 
ter she became his literary executor, 
being in possession of all his papers and 
documents, of value to her as his B.UT 
thorlzed biographer. She was engaged 
as frequently as her health would per- 
mit on Mr. Blaine's biography ever since 
his death, until her sickness of last year, 
and it 13 thought that her untiring de- 
votion, to the work was Instrumental In 
bringing about t.-at prostration. Since 
that sickness, which came on so sud- 
denly In the Elaine mansion In Wash- 
ington that It was thought at first she 
was dead, many papers In the country 
even published obituary notices of her 
then, Miss Dodge' has lived very quietly 
at her old home in Hamllto^. 


Her strength had never "rallied after 


that sickness, so that she felt able to re- 
sume active work, and she was for weeks 
unable to see even Intimate friends, but 
during much oC the time she has been 
able to be driven rabout the town and 
to entertain tbe friends who have called 
upon 'her. • Her literary work during 
this time has been/fragmentary, done 
by the help'of an amanuensis, as a. di- 
version; or when some current event 
has specially attracted her Interest.

The Coast Seamen'i Journal of San 


Francisco, commenting on the work 
done in congress by Representative Ma- 
guiie m behalf of tbe seamen, says: At 
this time, when the means of improving 
the mercnauji marine are being'tet. forth 
in the political platforms aa a pica for 
public support, the importance of the 
seaman as a factor in maritime prosper- 
ity should be carefully estimated. Un- 
doubtedly in the case of shipping, more 
than in any other industry, workman- 
ship is the supreme element The de- 
cadence of American shipping; contem- 
poraneous as it is with the era of the 
business management, distinctively so 
called, presents both inference and aual- 
•ogy to prove that the falling1' of tha 
United States from first to fifth place 
among the maritime nations of the 
world is owing in material degree to the 
neglect of the seamen's interests and 
the" consequent" deterioration- of that 
class. The legislation already enacted 
through Representative Maguire nnd 
the bills still pending, in congress will, 
by "the 'simple 'lay of canse an^ effect, 
accomplish better results for shipping 
and in less time than those sought to be 
attained by the arbitrary and expensive 
methods . proposed in other quarters.

Northern New Hampshire, 
central Massachusetts, and Connecti- 
cut and* Rhode Island, received over one 
Inch ol rainfall, while other sections re- 
port from a trace to one Inch. The high 
temperature and sunshine have ad- 
vitiiced crops very fast, and everything 
teems to be doing well, except that In 
southern sections potatoes are rusting 
to considerable extent.

Corn has made a remarkable growth 


In Maine during the pant week, and It is 
now pronounced up to the average at 
this season, with a gooci yield Indicated. 
Pastures are In good condition, and the 
grass In fields is starting up fast. Wild 
blackberries tvre ripening, and are 
Jitavy crop.

Oats are being- harvested, and Indicate a 
heavy crop. Barley also promises well.

He pro- 
foundly disbelieved in ihe ability of gov- 
ernment, through paternal legislation 
or supervision, to Increase the happi- 
ness of the nation. 
He believed that it Is the function of 
government to provide the people with 
an honest and stable medium of ex- 
change, thus enabling them to transact 
their business salely and conveniently 
in every market of the world. He repro- 
bated every attempt to supply to mon^y 
by means of legislation that value which 
It can possess only by reason of these 
qualities,, that render It acceptable to the 
world wrieri unsupported by legislative 
fiat. He believed In the greatest meas- 
ure of freedom of trade and industry 
compatible with the necessity to obtain j jnju^e',j 
by constitutional means an adequate 
rc-veriueifor the support of the govern- 
ment He believed In a simple, economi- 
cal, honest and efficient administration 
of the affairs of the nation, to the end 
th-.u the prime-object of government, the 
liberty of the people should be preserved 
with the least possible resulting burden 
and the greatest 
possible certainty. 


With such a. record and such a "creed, 
the president, moreover, being a Demo- 
crat, elected on a platform reaffirming 
the sonnd princ:ples of Democracy, tli4 
Democratic party was called upon to 
select delegates to a national conven- 
tion. 
The delegates to the convention held 
at Chicago were authorized, and had the 
power, to proclaim a platform embodying 
the views of jhe true solution of the par- 
ticular problem of the government. :iow 
agitating the nation, but upcn the condi- 
tion that such platform should be con- 
sistent with the cardinal principles held 
by the party throughout its existence.

They Impeached the 
honesty and patriotism of President 
Cleveland, who, under exceptional em- 
barrassments, produced by past errors 
o£ legislation, has heroically maintained 
the honesty and integrity of the republic. 
Ag;uinst the protest of one-third of the 
delegates, they promulgated a platforra 
at variance .with the essential princi- 
ples of the Democratic pajty. This plat- 
form is, In Its policies, dangerous to the 
•welfare and life of free government. It 
Is mischievous in its tendencies. But 
even more threatening and mischievous 
wa_'i the spirit of the convention that 
adopted it, a spirit manifested not atone 
by Its affirmative action, but as well by 
its reckless rejection of every proposi- 
tion tending to temper, the declarations 
of the convention with conservatism and 
Justice. 
The platform proposes to degrade the 
coin of the United States by means or" 
the free, unlimited and independent 
coinage of silver by our government, 
and by the exercise of the power of the 
nation to oompel the acceptance of de- 
preciated coins at their nominal valuf, 
thereby working an Injustice to credit- 
ors,, defrauding the laborer of a large 
part of his earnings'and savings, rob- 
ulug pensioned soldiers of a. part of their 
pensions, contracting the currency b; 
the expulsion af gold coin from circu- 
lation, injuring-, if not destroying, do- 
mestic trade and foreign commerce. 
It threatens In certain contingencies to 
increase to an' unlimited extent 
the 
volume of let;al tenders issued by the 


federal government, the ultimate effect 
of which -would be. to force the with- 
drawal of all coin from circulation, and 
to compel public and private business 
to be transacted In depreciated paper 
currency, constantly 
fluctuating 
in 


value, and to Invite the ruin and con- 
fiislon that have always followed the 
adoption of such a policy. 
Its declarations invite, and have al- 
most produced, a financial panic, and 
many of: its proponents announce that 
to accomplish their purposes, they are 
prepared to involve their country in a 
disaster comparative to nothing In Its 
history, save the calamity of civil war. 
It assails the Independence of the ju- 
diciary by a. covert threat to reorganize 
the courts whenever their, decislons.con- 
travene the degrees of the'party caucuq. 
It seeks to allure office seekers and 
spoilsmen to its support by attacking the 
existing civil service law, which good 
men of all parties have labored so long 
to establish. 


The Chicago convention having thus 
departed from the recognized Demo- 
cratic faith and promulgated doctrines 
new and strange to the Democracy, all 
Democrats are absolved from obliga- 
tion to support Its program. More than 
this, as the doctrines announced are de- 
structive.of national hondr-and private 
obligation, and tend to create sectional 
and class distinctions and engender dis- 
cord and strife among the people, all 
good citizens of. the republic are bound 
to repudiate thfem and exert every law- 
ful means to Insure the defeat of tlie 
candidates that represent these false 
doctrines.

Democrats are told that they must ac- 


cept the platform enunciated and the 
ticket nominated at Chicago, because 
submission to the will of the majority 
Is a fundamental principle of Democ- 
racy. It Is true that when a majority 
of the people have expressed their will 
at a legal election, .the will of such ma- 
jority must be respected and rjbeyed. 
This Is essential to the peace and ex- 
istence of the nation. 
But U Is a 
monstrous perversion of the doctrine to 
apply It to a. political party, which ex- 
ists only by virtue of a common, volun- 
tary assent to its principles. "When a 
Democratic convention departs from the 
principles of the party, no Democrat re- 
mains under any moral obligation to 
support its action, nor Is there any tra- 
dition of the party that requires him so 
to do. On the contrary, it is evidence of 
moral weakness for any free man to 
vote to enforce policies which, in his 
opinion, are inimical to the welfare of 
the people or to the Integrity of the 
nation. 


The duty of the hour Is to stand stead- 


fast in the defense of our ancient.faith. 
In this crisis there Is at stake more than 
the possibility of temporary victory.

A political organi- 
zation that is untrue to Itself, Its princi- 
ples, its history and traditions, is dis- 
graced and dishonored. The existence 
of our great historical party, that has 
withstood the assaults of every foe, is 
threatened by reason oC the recreancy of 
mar.y o£ its members. That this party. 
we have known It. may not die, let 


historic banner, reform its broken lines,

triumph of its principles, unite to restore 
the name Democrat to Its former mecji- 
iGg and proud distinction.

silver dollar the f?pldbn[; press and tho 
goldbug statesmen shrieked1 "Calam- 
ityl" alirt "Pniiiel" with quite as rnuch 
vigor as they do now. T!ie Neve York 
Hurl Boston papers howk'd dismally nud 
with 'qnito their present assurance. 
Some of Iho Republican statesmeu were 
quite (is suro that the country would go 
to (he dernnit'iou bowwows if the silver 
bill passed as they are ou this .occasion 
concerning the free coinage of silver. 
Representative Tmvnsend of Pennsyl- 
vania said—as reported in The Congres- 
sional Record—concerning . the Bliiud 
bill, that to pass it "would allow the 
solemn obligation o£ the government to 
bo paid off iu coin worth leas than 80 
cents on tiie dollar nnd give snch n 
shock to our credit as would disgrace us 
in the eyes of the civilized world und 
depress our bonded obligation 20 per 
cent iii valne.

The lamented Mr. James A. Garfield, 
who was then in congress, 'said during 
a discussion of the Bland bill: 


' 'Gentlemen may remember the finan- 


cial shock of 1837, the later shock of 
1857 
and tho still later of 1873.

and the financial ruin, the overthrow of 
buHinesa, would bo light in comparison

Mr. Garfiold was a very good man, 


quite patriotic and a fairly wise one, 
but ho did not know it all, as we shall 
show presently, for the very bill which 
he was nlluding to passed and instead 
of driving gold out of the country "in 
nn incredible short space of time," as 
stated by Congressman Townseud, it has 
never flown in so fast as it did In the 
year following the passage of that bill. 
Instead of the "one vast crash" pre- 
dicted there was renewed business vigor 
all over the land, and instead of our 
bonded obligations falling 30 per cent 
they continued to go to a higher pre- 
mium. 


To to eiact, the day tho bill passed 


providing far the coinage of tho 4123-j 
grain silver dollar 
B per cent govern- 


ment bonds of 1881 sold for 105%, and 
just six months afterward they sold for 
107%. Likewise tbe day the bill passed 
gold was worth 101%, and six months 
later it was worth but 100%.

Miss Dudfc'e had a similar shock while 


in \V"&yhlnfton about a year ayo, but It 
wiu-i thought that she had 
recovered 


from It entirely, although at times her 
left leg and arm troubled her consider- 
ably. 


During the past tew- 
mcnth.9 Miss 


Dodge was very much worried over the 
publication of her book, there beln£ 
cinjsldL-rat.de delay In t'eUing out the 
copies, whi!;; at tha same time the de- 
mand was larye. Mrs. Richards, who 
i ursed ^tlsy Dodge through her other-' 
slukncss, was called upon again Bun- i 
day. and with Miss Augusta Dudye, and 
other relatives, was at the bedside when 
the tnd came. 


Dr. Thai'tt, who "was In constant at- 


tendance ou the distinguished patient, 
said lust night that Miss Dodge had ac- 
compllstied a great deal ol work slnco 
she re'^wercd from her previous shock. 
For th**.rst time she had undertaken tha 
publication of a book, her last writings, 
"Thv; Valley of Death," bslne printed In 
the neighboring city o£ Salem. 
She had 


not anticipated so great a demand for 
the buok a» came In. having ordered only 
1WX) copies to be bound, 100 volumes at a 
time. 


These were sent to the residence,where 


Miss Dodge 'and her sister filled the 
C-rili-rH"and mailed the books. This work 
added to her many labors, and the In- 
tjnsuly h'ot veather coming on made her 
strength give out.

\Vt-(inesday of last week she gave evi- 
dence of suffering. 


Dr. Thayer says It is remarkable that 


she recovered her strength t:o completely 
tifi«:i- the severity of her previous shock. 
Jt'Kave evidence of wonderful vitality. 
Contrary to the impression made by her 
lirusciuencss, toward those with whom 
she came In contact,' and from the tone 
of her 'writings, Dr. Thayer says his pa- 
tient was as gentle and as patient as 
miy he had met with In his practice, and 
tnat she waa ever mindful of those 
aruu:id her.

Miss Hamilton 
was led Into a very close friendship with 
i.:r. lilalne. and at the death of the lat- 
ter she became his literary executor, 
being in possession o£ all his papers anJ 
documents, of value to her as his au- 
thorized biographer.

as frequently as her health would per- 
mit on Mr. Blulne's biography ever since 
his death, until her sLcknass o£ last year, 
and It Is thought that her untiring de- 
votion to the" work was Instrumental in 
bringing about that prostration.

By 
virtue of Its indestructibltVjprmeiples it 
has witnessed the birth and death of 
ery rival, save une.and thifa, its present 
great antagonist, wlch a history of no 
more than oU years, had no part in laying 
the foundations of constitutional popu- 
lar government. For more than a cen- 
tury men of high principles, noble, ambi- 
tious, unseltlsh and patriot!^aims, have 
adhered to the Democratic: party with a 
constancy of devotion unparalleled in 
the history of politics.. For more than a 
century, through good'and evil report, 
In times of prosperity and days ot ad- 
versity it has kept its faith.
